Widler had destroyed the’ signed 
contract in the presence of com- 
plainant, Yang.” 


In examining Mr. Yang,” Dr., 
Sellett brought “out ‘that he had 
been instructed by Yang Sen to 
come to Shanghai to purchase 
miinitions. He was the chief in 


‘the Department of Foreign Affairs, 


and although he was not an expert 
in arms, he had been sent because 
of his knowledge of English.

Coming to Shanghai on the str. 
Ihling, he. renewed his. acquain- 
tance with Mr, Tessier, On 
arrival "here witness interviewed 
Captain Tornroth, a captain from 
the upper ‘reaches, about where he 
could purchase ammunition. The 
latter, with whom he was well 
acquainted, directed him to Mr.‘ 
Tessier, 


Mr. Tessier iftroduced kim. to 
Crawley and Thompson in room 
No, 309 in the Palace Hotel.

Monocracy , shortly, would be 
leaving up river, and. that they 
had: arranged it with the captain 
to transport the cases to thelr 
destination. ,

The Draft Agreement. 


Crawley and Thompson present- 
ed a draft dgreerment on August 
16, Witness wanted to take it 
away but the others refused. On 
August 17, they presented ' the 
alleged contract, which was signed, 
by Crawley, first and co.iplainant, 
next. Mr. Tuan witnessed the

ed over a receipt to Tuan. - 


Crawley and Thompson wanted 
them to go to the bank and cash 
it,. witness refusing because he 
had not had breakfast. In ‘tha 
afternoon, all four went to the 
bank, where, despite the large 
amount, dceording to. witness, 
‘Tuan cashed it, saying that he 
had wriften-it, ‘Thompson put the 
notes into. a handbag. . 


At the Palace Hotel witness and’ 
Tuan waited for some time and 
being restless’ tried to communt- 
cate with ‘either Crawley “or 
Thompson. Later Crawley \re- 
‘turned with a man in white. uni- 
form; who he stated was the: first. 
officer of the Monocacy. . They all 
got into a motor car which Thomp- 
son drove. , , 


They. weré not introduced to the 
stranger, who, in reply to Yang's 
questions, said that he would -hava 
the 500 trunks (cases) placed on 
the Monocacy, The ship would 

Tueaday, 
he -said, : 


Crawley said that they still 
owed them $6,900, and on the fol- 
lowing day Tuan paid them $6,000 
hy cheque and $900 in notes, 


They were then told that the 
captain of the gunboat wanted’ a 
deposit of $10,000 to curry out his 
part of ‘the bargain. On August. 
21, Crawley and Thompson told 
them that they must pay an addi- 
tional $19,000 or the captain would 
only take 300 trunks, which were 
already on board, as they weéte’ 
told. Purther purchases of Mau- 
ser ammunition and Thompson ma- 
chine guns were discussed. 


More Money Wanted. : 


Referring again to the unpaid 
$19,000 Dr, Sellett elicited from 
witness that they had told him in 
no uncertain terma that, unless 
the amount were paid, only a por- 
tion of, the cargo could be taken. 
Thompson and Crawley suggested 
making a new agreement, incor- 
porating the amount. On August 
23 at.6 p.m. the four met again,, 
but Tuan told them that he had no 
money to pay, but witness said 
that he would guarantee 
amount, No new agreement was 
drawn up because. Crawley’s type- 
writer was at another place. 


The next day witness was told 
that Crawley, whom he wanted to 
‘see, had gone on board the gun- 
boat, ‘and as‘ witness had “never 
seen the gunboat or the trunks he 
became suspicious, 
Kiangnan Dock, boarded the Mono- 
cacy, and. knew that he had been | 
duped. After ‘that he did not see 
Crawley again until the prelimin- 
ary hearing on September 6. Wit- 
ness went to the offices of the 
Yangtsze Rapids Co., and was told’ 
that they would introduce him to 
Mr. Schuhl,.who snid:—"Yoy have 
Seen swindled and you should go. 
to Court.” . .

BRITISH POLICY. 


SHANGHAI. 


There was ‘k large and represen 
tative gathering foreign and Chin- 
ese members of the, gommunity ° at 
the Shanghai Union’ Club’ tiffin 
tendered on Thursday to Sir Fre- 
derick Whyte, who spoke of “India 
and China—Same Political Con- 
trasts.”. Sir Frederick Whyte was 
for several years President of-In- 
dian National 
month ago spoke at the Union Club 
on “The Trend of Political Deve- 
Jopments in India.” Having so- 


|) journed in China for six or seven 


weeks, in which time he has visited 
various ‘parts of the’ country, in- 
cluding Peking, Sir Frederick held 
the attention of his ‘aidience while 
“he spbkefor more than half an 
“hour on the, relative aspects of the 
‘and China situations, more 
especially from the point or view | 
of British policy therein, . 
UA theconcliston of his ‘speech 
ho exhorted his‘ hearers, both the 
ish merchants’ and Chinese, to 
t ‘faith in that .policy. which 
a séttled policy, so deeply 
rooted in the British mind that 
nothing can iproot it or the con- 
vietions of those’who formulated 
it and are pursuing it." Great 
Britain’s-policy towards China was 
one of sympathetic understanding. 
It was a national, not an imperia- 
listic ‘policy, and one which had 
for its aim the promotion and con- 
tinuance of friendly relations. 


_ Warships J ustified. 


The speaker said that Britain- 
may have warships "in the. harb- 
our with the Shanghai ‘Defente 
Forée at hand, and thik’ may ap- 
peur. tobe. a continuance of the 
gunboat’ policy of. old: save ‘that 
the gungiof the former carried far- 
ther than before, But it was not, 
“although,” said Sir’ Frederick, 
“I found certain conditions in my 
travels of the past.few weeks, con- 
ditions which necessitated and 
justified their presence, of whieh 
I: did not. know before I came to 
China.” 

However, the dpeaker pointed 
out, these admirals ard. generals 
in charge of the nayal and milit- 
ary forces out here’ were under 
the direct control of a ‘civilian 
government, One of the duties 
cf that government, it was true, 
was to protect British interests 
out here; but the speaker was con- 
vineed that “the underlying prin- 
ciples of the policy as, laid down 
last’ December on the China quas-. 
tion -represented the settled con- 
victions of nine out of every ten of 
thy countrymen to-day.” 


Word of Advice. 


[In “a word to” my ‘British 
friends,” Sirs Frederick said’ that 
the latter “may avoid a good deal 
of iumnecessary controversy | 
British policy out here if, -in rial 
ing suggestions to the home govy- 
ernmenta through societies, 
suls or by any other means you 
make it perfectly clear, in doing 
so that a-new China is in process 
of creation: that you sympatHise 
with it even if for the moment 
you are being victimized by, that 
creation, Your advice will then 
be ten-fold in its effectiveness.” 
', Apart from this, Sir Frederick 
refrained from offering any advice 
to his fellow nationals in China 
or to, the "Chinese themselves. 
“But it seems essential,” he said, 
“that we all understand that the 
next ‘step in the solution of this 
‘problem lies not so. much in. the 
region of foreign and Chinese re- 
lationship as in the internal con- 
dition: of China herself,” . 


“Treaties and Revision, 


The’ speaker dealt btiefly with 
the question of the. treaties and 
their revision. ‘Treaty’ revision 
in itself would. not solve China's" 
problem to-day,” said Sir Freder- 
ick, friends seem to believe that 
abrogation of the so-called ' une- 
qual treaties is the principal step 
towards the success of the nationa- 
list ‘movement.’ It is not within 
my. pxovinee, however, to attempt: 
to decide this.” 

Sir Frederick admitted at the 
conclusion of his address that he 
hdd: gone-farther than he had in- 
tended.’ In the'beginning he pro- 
mised simply to present in' brief 
compass the salient features of 
the Indian situation and leave it 
to others to draw their ‘own ton-. 
clusions upon the China question. 
“But if Iam to judge by certain 
munifestations ‘in the. press,” said 
Sir Frederick, “there are certain 
people in this world who. think 
that the present can be’ disaago- 
ciated ffom the past. 

In’ Indian. we are face to face 


with the rapid growth of ‘a power- |. 


ful movement. of national. opinion 
finding expression’ in «different 
forms and in different ways but 
all derived from. the same source, 
the same as any other national 
movement, including the’ Chinese.” 


: Joos. ‘Mistaken: Tdea. . 


“Nearly all: my ‘international 
friends. ‘regard Britain's control of 
India as the chief obstacle to the 
achievement.: of ‘their ’ objects. 

This is a profound mistake,” said 
the speaker. “The real founda- 
tion of India’s troubles to-day. lien: 
in the people themselves, not-in the! 
government. : India can learn much: | 
from the China’ altuation. China "

yet come... I say this with sym 


pathy and in all sincerity.” 


One of the projudices held by 
the Chinese people against Great 
Britain was the Intter’s so-called 
“imperialism.” .’ In an effort {0 
define clearly the meaning of “Im- 
perlalism,”. Sir'Frederlek dwelt 
for a ‘fow minutes. upon’ British 
history in 1900 and to-day, 

The changes in Britain’s impeci- 
alist policy could’ not be better ex- 
emplified, he ‘said, than by che 


policies of the Joseph Chamber- 


lain Government in 1900 and the 
Austen Chamberlain. Government 
of the present day. The speaker 
said that he was an ardent sup- 
porter of the latter’s - foreign 
policy, but not of , his 
policy. : 

“If .Josep' Chamberlian had 
been told i, 1900 that his son 
was to becatne responsible for- the 
creation of a.policy such as the 
Locarno Pact,” said Sir Frederick, 
“he would not have believed it, 
That is-an example of how one 
generation very often-has to inter- 


"| pret ideas laid down in the pre- 


vious generation in a totally diff: 
erent way, and this adoption by a 
Conservative Party in 1927 of a 
policy which in- 1900 was regard- 
ed ,ag the special privilege of the 
Liberal Party is an example. if 


our Chinese friends would only}: 


bellove that Britain's policy’ really 
is liberal in the real sense of the 
term,.then. our relations would im- 
prove decidedly.” 

_ I want to add this final ‘word, 
I believe that the cénvietions I 
hold about the future of national 
movements all over the world are 
convictions ao deeply rooted in the 
British mind that nothing can up 
root them and to my: Chineye 
friends:I would appeal to them. to
